Even before his first day on the job in spring 
2011, CTAPresident Forrest Claypool said his 
top priority was to clean up the transit agency 
in large part by sweeping out rule-breakers 
and employees who failed to regularly show 
up for work. 

He hasn’t wavered on that goal. 

Claypool has handed out pink slips at a rate 
that has increased annually, dismissing rough- 
ly 900 employees between 2011 and mid- 
2014, or more than 8 percent of the agency’s 
total positions, according to a Tribune analy- 
sis of dismissal data 
obtained through a 
Freedom of Informa- 
tion Act request. 

Claypool, an at- 
torney and longtime 
political figure in Chi- 
cago, took over the 
CTA in May 2011, and 
the CTA fired 142 employees that year. Termi- 
nations increased to 202 in 2012, then soared to 
361 firings last year, records show In the first half 
of this year, the CTA has fired 230 workers— 
40 percent more than it had through June 2013. 

In the three years before Claypool took 
over, the number of firings were significantly 
lower, and in fact were declining. There were 
238 in 2008, 170 in 2009 and 134 in 2010, ac- 
cording to CTA records. 

CTA management officials and union leaders 
agreed that an overwhelming majority of em- 
ployees work hard. But while CTA officials said 
the firings were justified and were key to im- 
proving customer service, union leaders said the 
agency had abandoned a long-standing policy of 
progressive discipline for poor performance or 
misconduct and was losing good employees. 

“There should be progressive discipline 
and it should be followed,” said Javier Perez, 
lead trustee representing bus drivers and bus 
mechanics at Local 241 of the Amalgamated 
Transit Union. “But I think the CTA’s view of 
such things is in flux and not consistent.” 

CTA spokesman Brian Steele said Clay- 
pool’s no-nonsense approach is motivated by 
one goal: “We are looking for the best-caliber 
employee.” The unions have a problem, he 
said, because Claypool’s management team has 
raised employee performance standards to lev- 
els that should have been enforced years ago. 

While many of the discharged employees 
held front-line positions that required inter- 
action with riders, it’s unclear whether the fir- 
ings of hundreds of employees has translated 
into more of what commuters want from the

agency: dependable transit service and a more 
professional approach to customer service. 

Steele said what the CTA considers a “small 
increase in dismissals has mirrored the big in- 
crease in hiring for union positions” last year. 
The CTA hired 2,019 union workers in 2013, 
including more than 400 bus drivers, records 
show Steele called the firings “natural turn- 
over,” adding that a certain amount of new 
hires “don’t work out.” 

Overall, the CTA has grown from about 
10,000 to 11,000 employees during Clay- 


pool’s tenure. 

Union leaders say the soaring number of 
firings is the result of a flawed policy under 
Claypool that has accelerated the discipline 
process to deal with rules infractions. They 
say employees with clean work records over 
many years are, in some cases, being fired for 
a single mistake, instead of the longtime prac- 
tice of using progressive discipline. 

That policy according to the union leaders, 
started with warnings and mandatory retrain- 
ing and led to unpaid suspensions on subse- 
quent violations. Dismissal followed when 
the problem persisted, they said. 

‘A lot of cases involve rail operators making 
an error by not berthing the train properly at 
the platform,” said Robert Kelly Local 308 pres- 
ident representing CTA rail workers who are 
members of the Amalgamated Transit Union. 

Trains must stop at a certain location along 
a platform depending on the number of cars 
on the train, and failing to hit that spot is a 
safety violation; in some scenarios, it can 


cause the rail car to line up incorrectly against 
the platform and put riders at risk. That, 
union officials said, can lead to firing motor- 
men despite an otherwise good work record. 

In one case, Kelly said, a motorman with 
more than 25 years’ experience and a spotless 
work record was fired in May for stopping a 
train at the wrong spot, opening the doors, 
then quickly closing the doors when he real- 
ized his mistake. 

“We absolutely don’t want to see anyone 
hurt,” Kelly said. “But how do you go home 
and tell your wife who you’ve been married to 
for 28 years, T was fired today I misberthed 
the train.’ ” 

Steele said safety violations are serious mat- 
ters and that the agency’s disciplinary guide- 
lines allow for accelerated discipline. He said 
an operator will be disciplined for an improp- 
erly berthed train only if the doors are opened. 

“We don’t apologize for setting a pretty 
high bar for meeting all safety requirements,” 
Steele said.

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LET THE RENTER BEWARE 

THE INTERNET HAS MADE RENTING AN APARTMENT EASIER BUT THE CHANCE OF SCAMS IS STILL HIGH

Jose Luis Vilchez could have had the apartment right then, he was told, as long as he paid 
his security deposit in cash. 

That move, police officials say, should have been the first red flag that something was 
up about the sublet he was looking into renting in Ukrainian Village earlier this fall. 


“I needed to move and I’ve dealt with peo- 
ple on Craigslist so many times and never had 
any trouble,” said Vilchez, 33. “I saw the ad, 
and it was a good deal, $450 a month, every- 
thing included, great location.” 

The man allegedly behind the advertise- 
ment, who was charged with several felony 


counts of theft by deception earlier this fall, 
“looked so trustworthy” Vilchez said. 

Money was exchanged. A security deposit 
receipt was written up. Promises to grab a 
beer and chat again before the move-in date, 
Sept. 15, were made. But as the date drew near, 
Vilchez said, he was given the run-around in a 


series of text message exchanges that culmi- 
nated in a decision to put off the move. Vil- 
chez went to the apartment, on West Thomas 
Street, on the evening of the 14th anyway to 
see what was up. 

“I see a police car pulling in front of the 
building and I thought, This is really conve- 
nient.’ Then a girl comes out of the back seat 
of the patrol car and she’s pointing at the sec- 
ond floor of the apartment, and I thought, ‘Oh 
my God, this girl has been scammed, too,” he 
said. ‘At the end, it’s like, six of us total outside 
of the apartment, some of us trying to collect 
our money, and the other half who said they 


were supposed to move in that day” 

Police caught the man who allegedly 
scammed Vilchez, among several other 
would-be renters, after he allegedly met with 
Vilchez in Wicker Park the following night to 
take more money from Vilchez and exchange 
keys to the apartment, and then pulled a gun 
on him, according to the police report. 

Though Vilchez’s case is on the extreme 
end of the spectrum, Vilchez is one of an 
unknown number of Chicagoans who lose 
money every year to apartment scammers 
who take advantage of the city’s increasingly 
competitive real estate market by showing an

empty apartment unit to multiple individuals, 
demanding cash deposits and then disappear- 
ing. Others don’t even live in Chicago or over- 
see an apartment here, police officials said, 
but compel interested apartment hunters to 
wire them money overseas under the ruse 
that they are traveling abroad. Those scam 
artists are rarely caught, according to Sgt. 
John Lucki, a police official with the Chicago 
Police Department’s financial crimes unit. 

“It goes back to the old adage let the buyer 
beware,’ ” he said. “One of the problems with 
Craigslist is that a lot of people are too trust- 
ing when they engage in transactions. They 
don’t ask the right questions, they might be 
under a lot of pressure economically, socially 
with their family to find a place to live.” 

The police department doesn’t keep track 
of which thefts by deception reported in Chi- 
cago are related to rental scams, Lucki said, 
and the Federal Trade Commission does not 
have statistics on how many rental scams are 
reported around the country, either. 

Lucki also noted that the crime likely is sig- 
nificantly underreported. 

“A lot of people of low economic means 
don’t have the time to contact the police or 
the wherewithal,” he said. ‘A lot of times they 
might be embarrassed they got scammed.” 

The proliferation of apartment rental list- 
ing websites and the popularity of Craigslist 
have enabled financial criminals to become 
tougher to weed out from honest listings. 

“Some people unfortunately still believe 
that if they see it on the Internet it’s true,” 
said Steve Bernas, the president and CEO of 
the Better Business Bureau of Chicago. “But 
what the scam artist could do is copy some- 
one else’s entire [listing], same pics, same 
names. I can make a website that looks like a 
Fortune 500 company in minutes.” 

That was likely the case when David W 
Quinn, 35, went hunting for his first apart- 
ment in the city in April 2012. 

“I will always remember that the ad was 
perfect,” he said. “I was sure it came from a 
realtor company” 

But when he and his partner arrived at the 
one-bedroom in Jefferson Park, the man there 
to show the place started pushing for them to 
put down a deposit in cash. Immediately 

It took the man more than 20 minutes to 
find the right keys to the unit, Quinn said. 



It’s not always possible to tell someone 
is trying to carry out an apartment scam 
right off the bat, but there are some easy 
ways to stay safe and avoid red flags, po- 
lice officials say. R.C. 

» Never wire money or pay in cash for an 
apartment, even if the landlord is insisting 
on a quick security deposit or application 
fee. 

» Use the Internet, a business directory 
and/or a landlord’s ID to verify that he or 
she is the true landlord of the unit. 

» Keep on your guard if the apartment 
is going for a rent much lower than other 
nearby units. 

» Write checks to exchange money, and 
keep a record of transactions, such as the 
security deposit, application fee or first 
month’s rent. 

» Verify information about the apart- 
ment with other tenants in the building, 
or the people currently renting the unit, if 
possible. 


and when they said they weren’t carrying the 
$900 needed to make a deposit, the man told 
them just $400 would do. Quinn, who now 
lives in Roscoe Village, said they quickly real- 
ized it was a scam. 

“When people look, they think they’re 
weeding out the creepy ones, but I didn’t 
realize that some people are stealing other 
people’s ads,” he said. “We never took our 
checkbook with us, and that we would al- 
ways have a reason to say, ‘We’ll have to think 
about it.’” 

To protect themselves from a scam, Ber- 
nas suggests renters view listings with an ex- 
tra level of skepticism. 

“Do some more research before you go 
out there,” he said. “Put that address in 
Google, find out who the property manager 
is and give them a quick call. Then you can 
kind of have some confidence that the per- 
son is truly who they say they are.”

Vatican considers 
shift regarding gays 


Cardinals and bishops summoned by Pope 
Francis to discuss the modern family have said 
that homosexuals should be welcomed into 
the Roman Catholic Church and that hetero- 
sexual civil unions have “positive” aspects. 

^)C^thout shifting on church doctrine, a docu- 
ment summing up the views expressed halhvay 
through a two-week synod that was released 
Monday offers a different tone to the tradi- 
tional Catholic take on gays and civil unions. 

Homosexuals, the document states, “have 
gifts and qualities to offer to the Christian 
community” And the paper asks: ‘Aj*e we ca- 
pable of welcoming these people, guaranteeing 
to them a fraternal space in our communities?” 

The document cautions that “unions be- 
tween people of the same sex cannot be consid- 
ered on the same footing as matrimony between 
man and woman,” and highlights “the moral 
problems connected to homosexual unions.” 

But it adds that in gay relationships, “there 
are cases in which mutual aid to the point of 


sacrifice constitutes a precious support in the 
life of the partners.” 

The document moves the church away from 
its traditional insistence that even if a gay ori- 
entation is not sinful, gay sex is “intrinsically 
disordered.” It foUows Pope Francis’ response, 
“Who am I to judge?” when he was asked last 
year about his views on homosexuality 

“This marks a new pastoral style that is 
more compassionate and affirming,” said Fa- 
ther Tom Reese, an analyst at the National 
Catholic Reporter. 

“In pastoral terms, the document ... repre- 
sents an earthquake, the ‘big one’ that hit af- 
ter months of smaller tremors,” wrote promi- 
nent Vatican expert John Thavis on his blog. 

The document sums up the speeches made 
by the almost 200 prelates present in Rome. 
This week, bishops will hold meetings before 
a final document is produced at the end of the 
synod, which will in turn form the starting point 
for discussion at a follow-up synod next year.

Following Jordan jumpstarts 
ETwaun Moore’s career

“This is like a dream come true,” Bulls guard E’Twaun 
Moore said on the first day of training camp. 

Growing up in East Chicago, Ind., his favorite team 
was the Bulls. Eavorite player? Michael Jordan, of 
course. In the 2014-15 NBA season, Moore gets the 
chance to “Be Like Mike.” 

Moore graduated from East Chicago Central High 
School as the No. 2-rated prospect in Indiana. He and 
his teammates— including Kawann Short, now a mem- 
ber of the NEEs Carolina Panthers— defeated Eric 
Gordon (currently with the New Orleans Pelicans) and 
North Central in the 2007 state title game. 

Erom there, “Smoodge” (a nickname bestowed upon 
him in childhood) began his storied career at Purdue. 
Moore is just the third player in Big Ten history to ac- 
cumulate 2,000 points, 500 rebounds and 400 assists. 

Prior to the 2011 NBA Draft, Moore got his first 
chance to make the Bulls roster; the team worked 
him out that summer. When he saw the six champi- 
onship banners on display it inspired him. 

■ “I saw all that memorabilia. ... {It was] exciting 
I to be in the same place with all that greatness,” 
I Moore said. 

H The Bulls did not draft him despite his resem- 
H blance to the prototypical Bulls pick. The organi- 
zation leans toward players from big-name pro- 
grams who stayed in school at least three years. 
The 6 -foot-4, 191-pound Moore fits that mold. 
“IVe liked E’Twaun from his college days 
at Purdue and followed him from afar,” Bulls 
coach Tom Thibodeau said. 

The Boston Celtics ended up taking 
Moore in the second round. Due to the

The Bulls erased a 50-29 deficit by scoring 29 points 
in 5 minutes, 10 seconds to tie the game at 58 at 
halftime. Jimmy Butler scored a team-high 21 points. 


NBA lockout that season, Moore began his pro career 
in Italy In 2012, he moved on to the Orlando Magic, 
and last season he averaged 6.3 points while hitting 35 
percent of his 3-point attempts. He could help resolve 
the Bulls’ perimeter scoring issues. 

“We have always had a high opinion of E’Twaun,” Bulls 
general manager Gar Eorman said. “How much time he 
gets will depend on how he performs on the floor.” 

The past two years, journeyman guards like Nate 
Robinson have flourished in Thibodeau’s system. Is 
Moore next? 

“He’s hard-playing, he can play two positions,” 
Thibodeau said. ‘And right now, his job is to bring en- 
ergy to practice. I want to see that part first.” 

Travis Miller has followed Moore’s journey every 
step of the way The Indiana native runs hammerand 
rails.com, SB Nation’s Purdue website. Miller said 
Moore didn’t play point guard much at Purdue but was 
successful when asked to play the position in Orlando. 

“He has some playoff experience from his time in 
Boston,” Miller said. “He’s exhibited a decent 3-point 
stroke at the pro level. I like that he got to learn a few 
things about shooting in his time with Boston from 
Ray Allen.” 

Yes, being an understudy to one of the greatest 
shooters in NBA history certainly helps. However, a 
strong work ethic will be critical for Moore as he at- 
tempts to realize his childhood dream. 

“They’re talking championships, so you gotta out- 
work the other teams,” Moore said.

Donning preppy 
vests, neckties or fresh denim jackets and a 
smile that could electrocute a room, she ooz- 
es confidence with every word spoken into 
the microphone. 

But this firecracker will tell you firsthand: 
not everyone cherishes her individuality 

“What’s amazing about stand up is that you 
can adjust in the room,” she said. “When some- 
one heckles me, you can win by getting the rest 
of the audience to agree with you. But on the 
Internet? It’s faceless. There is no amount of 
conversation that will ever be helpful.” 

Esposito has blocked negative accounts 
from contacting her further on social media, 
but she cannot help but humanize their com- 
ments in her mind. 

“I always wonder what’s going on in their 
life,” she said with a laugh. “I think, Are you 
OK?’ I want to send them all a pie and tell 
them to watch three movies to learn better.” 

Of course Esposito was riffing, but when 
asked what three movies she might send an 
Internet troll’s way, she didn’t skip a beat. 

“ ‘Terminator 2,’ obviously Classic, great 
CGI elements,” she said. “ ‘Girls Just Want 
To Have Eun.’ You won’t believe the chemis- 
try Helen Hunt and Sarah Jessica Parker have. 
And something really sad, like ‘Eried Green 
Tomatoes’ or ‘Terms of Endearment,’ to re- 
mind them, ‘Hey some people were lesbians in 
the south in the ’50s,’ or whenever that was.”
